     Unless otherwise noted, all motion passed unanimously. 

 

     Meet with Department Heads:  Safety Director Angie Vaughan updated the Board on the mold and calcification issues 

at the County Attorney’s office.  She stated a plan is in place to address these issues. 

CPC Coordinator Ken Hyndman updated the Board on the mental health reform changes since the State took over the 

funds July 1st.  A new County Management Plan is currently in the works and will be finalized at a later date.  County 

Engineer Brian Carter updated the Board on various road projects. County Conservation Director Kim Perlstein updated 

the Board on securing permission to have the bike trail through Starr’s Cave Park.  Perlstein also invited the Board to 

attend the ribbon cutting on Friday, August 3rd at 3:00 P.M. to open the RV sites at Big Hollow.  There are no utilities 

available at the present.   A fundraiser is scheduled for Saturday, August 4th.
